The picce was 
Guy Mannering, which, though termed, we think, av Opera that has 
little or no music of its own ; and that little is worth ae little, saving 
one very pretty ballad, sung by a female. Mu.Sinelair, therefore, could 
only make his part, Henry Bertram, an operatic part, by introducing 
melodies according to his own taste and judgment ;—and of those he 
did so introduce, four in number, three were beautiful as compositions, 
and al] were sung in a most brilliant and captivating style. We say, 
without hesitation, that Mr. Sinclair is in al] respects very greatly im- 
proved since he was last before us. His fine and distinctly marked voice 
is richer and purer in its tones ; hisexecution, though it could hardly 
become more brilliant or flexible, is subjected to the control of a se- 
verer judgment, and his light and shade is more judicious, more varied, 
and more effective. ‘To these important and obvious improvements, 
we may add that his intonation continues as it ever has been, perfect. 
We should do Mr. Sinclair and his audience injustice if we did not add 
that his reception by his countrymen was such, as used to be in olden 
times, when Siddons and Kemble appeared before us, to shake the 
walls to their foundations.
